Japanese Document No. 2005-074656 relates to an Inkjet recording method 
that uses a reaction liquid containing a polyvalent metallic salt with a trivalent or higher 
polyvalent metallic ion and water. A surface tension of the reaction liquid is made more 
significant than a mean value of the surface tension of the aqueous pigment ink to be used 
together with the reaction liquid in order to improve printing quality.
